2. Claims 3-8, 1 3-1 5 and 1 7 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
9/10/2007.

7. Claims 1, 2, 9-12 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Uemura et al. (2002/0020722). Uemura discloses a spray can including 
a sealed can body 2, a spout path 6, an opening closing means 3 and a pressure 
releasing structure that is an open state maintaining means 18 and also is a release 
path forming means because it maintains the path 6 open. 

8. Claims 1, 2, 9-12 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Treuhaft et al. (4,440,325). Treuhaft discloses a spray can including a 
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sealed can body 26, a spout path 25, an opening closing means 23 and a pressure 
releasing structure that is an open state maintaining means 116-19 and also is a 
release path forming means because it maintains the path 25 open. 
9. Claims 1, 2, 9-12 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Demarest (5,791 ,524). Demarest discloses a spray can including a 
sealed can body 12, a spout path 60, an opening closing means 26 and a pressure 
releasing structure that is an open state maintaining means 62 and also is a release 
path forming means because it maintains the path 60 open.
